I have 
only  a limited  quantity  but  what  I have  is 
from  selected  stock  and  I am  sure  will  please 
you  if  you  give  it  a trial. 

Seed  Potatoes  are  high  and  good  seed  is 
scarce. 

In  the  Farm  Bureau  test  held  last  year  at 
Wainscott,  L.  I.,  my  seed,  which  was  taken 
right  from  the  same  heap  as  I filled  my  or- 
ders from,  made  a very  good  showing.  This 
seed  of  mine  led  the  whole  contest,  making  a 
yield  of  286  bushels  of  salable  potatoes  and 
20  bushels  of  culls.  It  showed  6%  Mosaic  and 
8%  Leaf  Roll,  which  was  a very  low  per- 
centage. The  test  at  Mattituck  was  not  re- 
liable on  account  of  digging  them  after  the 
rot  had  done  its  worst. 

My  seed  this  year  is  from  Wisconsin  Grown, 
and  Vermont  Grown  stock.  This  Wisconsin 
Seed  made  as  fine  a showing  q,s  any  stock  I ever 
raised.  There  was  very  little  of  Mosaic  or 
Leaf  Roll.  The  blight  did  seme  damage  of 
course,  but  the  seed  I have  is  a fine  run  of 
Potatoes,  and  they  will  be  nicely  sorted. 

My  Cobblers  come  from  Maine,  New  Seed, 
and  I think  they  will  give  gc-od  satisfaction 
as  this  same  strain  yielded  fine  for  me  last 
year. 

Asparagus  Roots  are  one  of  my  specialties 
and  I raise  only  the  very  best  improved 
strains.  The  Reading  Giant  is  known  to  be 
far  ahead  of  the  ordinary  kinds  and  the  U.  S.
